Washington, November 14.—De- 
mands of coal miners for a thirty- 
hour week and a 60 per cent in- 
crease in wages, and an unyielding 
position by the operators alike were 
declared “impossible” by Secretary 
Wilson In opening today the confer- 
ence called to bring peace to the 
bituminous fields of the nation, To 
obtain this peace, the secretary pro- 
posed three plans of procedure, 

Declaring that the Washington 
wage agreement still is legally in 
force, Mr. Wilson told the operators 
and miners that the people of the 
United States wefe not “shylocks,” 
and do not want to exact “the tech- 
nical provisions of a bond when the 
conditions under which the bond 
was made have changed.” He added 
that “if any great change is made 
in the contracts the people of the 
United states are the ones who will 
have to pay.” and thorougout his reé- 
marks emphasized the public inter- 
est in the coal settlement. 

The three proposals expected to 
ald the two factions in arranging 
the new wage agreement were set 
forth by the labor secretary as fol- 
lows: 

First, negotiation through Joint 
wage scale committees representing 
ajl districts; .wecond, negotiation 
through concurrent sessions of com- 
mittees from-the various districts, 
and, third, negotiation first of an 
agreement im the central competi- 
tive field and then of agreemests 
for other fields with that of the 
central district as a basis. 

| Indication of 2 Conflict. 

After hearing Secretary Wilson 
the conference adjourned 
o'clock tomorrow to permit the miga- 
ergs and operators to discuss sep@- 
rately the plan which would be most 
acceptable to each. . 

Indication of a conflict om the 
scope of the agreement to be nego- 
tiated involving the question of rec- 
ognition of non-union workers de- 
veloped at the outset of the confer- 
ence and became more apparent th 
the two group meetings which fol- 
lowed.

TO UNITED STATES 


State Department Has 
Evidence That Soviet 
Russia’s Underground 
Line Runs Through Car- 
ranza Land. 


LETTER MADE PUBLIC 
FROM MEXIC OFFICIAL 


De Negri, Who Is Car- 
ranza’s Consul General 
at New York, Admits 
That He Is Engaged in 
“Nationalization” Prop- 
aganda. 


Washington, November 14.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Disclosures 
°f large orders for arms and ammu- 
nition placed by Mexico in Europe 
were followed today by revelations 
tending to show that the “reds’ un- 
derground line” from soviet Russia 
to the United States runs by way 
of Mexico. 

It became known that the immi- 
gration service and the department 
of justice both are concerned at the 
influx of Russian radicals and oth- 
er aliens of red tendencies over the 
Mexican border. Furthermore, gov- 
ernment agents have traced much 
red propaganda over the Mexican 
line.

Hitchcock’s Substitates. 


The reservation to Article X pro- 
vides that the United States shal) 
assume no obligation to preserve the 
territorial integrity or political In- 
dependence of any: other country or 
to interfere in controversies between 
nations. 

The substitute reservations pre- 
sented by democratic Leader Hitch- 
cock and rejected are as fol.ows:

Organizations of groups ef men for 
mutual benefit are proper and to be 
encouraged up to the point where 
organizations interfere with 
the general welfare and public in- 
terest William B. Colver, of -the 
federal! trade commission, told the 
National Coffee Roasters’ associa- 
tion meeting here today, 

“Individual liberty is only to be 
enjoyed up to the pvwint where it 
encroaches upon the liberty of oth- 
ers,” the speaker said. “All rights 
vield to the one dominant right— 
that of the general welfare. 

“Labor iwas encouraged to organe- 
ize by trades and crafts in the com- 
mon interests ol! the ware-earner. 
As in the case of organized capital 
there can be no objection to the 
mere size of such combinations une 
less the general welfare, the pub- 
lic interest, is threatened.” 

Pointing out that durife the war 
each citizen stood ready to cone 
tribute his all to the common cause, 
Mr. Colver depreciated the preseat 
day drift toward civil War between 
employers and employees and to 
guerilla wariare between producers 
and consumers. “Organized labor, 
organized capital, organized farm- 
ers, organized landlords, organized 
tenants, organized everything, and 
everybody can and will be useful 
in our national life so long as they 
function in and for the public in- 
terest. Organized selfishness? Neve 
er.” the speaker declared. 

After outlining the objects for 
which the federal trade commission 
was created and briefly describing 
the machinery by which the com- 
mission functions, Mr. Colver urged 
repeal of the excess profits tax, 
characterizing it as “dne of the 
foundation stones upon which the 
present intolerable pricé structure 
has been reared.” He concluded with 
an attack on the businéss methods 
of the “Big Five” meat packers, 
warning his audience that there 
were indications that some of the 
Chicago packers intended to include 
the coffee business in the long list 
of their subsidiary activities in the 
near future.

Rumored Federal 
Banks Will Force 


Loans in Cotton 


Atlanta spot cotton yesterday de- 
clined from 40.60 cents, Thursday’s 
quotation, to 39.75, almost a cent a 
pound, in sympathy with the losses 
sustained by the New York and New 
Orleans exchanges. The loss was 
due directly to the money situation, 
and it was widely rumored through- 
out Friday that the federal banks 
are about to investigate advances 
made in cotton with a view to 
forcing acceptances on cotton with 
the exception of bona-fide loans be- 
tween purchasers and sellers. 

Should this be true, it is practical- 
ly certain to force cotton to much 
lower levels; but no foundation 
could be found to the report that 
the federal reserve system is about 
to begin to drastically discourage 
speculation in cotton. lt was stated 
definitely that ‘‘bankers” intend to 
discourage this speculation, but. 
with the exception of a New York 
paper, which is said to have stated 
flatly that the federal banking sys- 
tem is to take this action, no defi- 
nite information could be secured. 

Atlanta cotton men who heard the 
reports stated flatly that it is mere- 
ly the “old game” that has many 
times been resorted to in cotton to 
depress prices, and they also inti- 
mated that financial jealousy of the 
south is partly responsible for the 
reports. They expressed confidence 
that the federal banks will not sud- 
denly withdraw their money and 
force sales At greatly reduced prices. 

Developments in connection with 
these reports are awaited with uni- 
versal interest in this section. 


DENY ATTEMPT 10 FI 
PRICES OF FERTILIZERS 


Department of Agriculture 
Says Letter of November 5 
Was Misconstrued.

(By Constitution Leased Wire) 
Washington, November 14.—Fol- 
lowing up the action of the depart- 
ment of agriculture in withdrawing 
its letter of November eo ures & 
conference in Washington with 
representatives of the Southern Cot- 
ton Seed Crushers’ association, the 
department today issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin explaining the with- 
drawal and the reasons leading to 


“On November 5 I addressed to you 


a letter in which it was stated, in 
substance, that any sale by you 


subsequent to that date of sulphate 
ammonia, dried blood, tankage, fish 
scrap, cotton seed meal, rock phos- 
phate or bulk acid phosphate in ex- 
cess of their respective prevaiting 
prices on October 7, 19219, would be 
considered by this department as 
prima facie evidence of profiteer- 
ing. ‘ 
“It develops that the trade has 
misconstrued the said letter and 
has given it an interpretation to 
the effect that the department in 
the said letter fixed maximum and 
minimum prices for such mate- 
rials. It was not the purpose of 


that letter to fix prices. The de- 
partment has no power to fix max- 
imum prices of general applica- 
tion. 

“In order that this misconstruc- 
tion may be entirely obliterated, 
the said letter of November 5, 1919, 
is withdrawn. 


“The object of the letter of No- 
vember 5 was to impress upon the 
trade the provisions of the control 
law regarding profiteering and to 
indicate that manufacturers should 
use the prices prevailing on October 
7, the date on which the conference 
was held in Washington, as a guide 
in determining whether they were 
exacting more than a fair profit 
in the sale of their products. 


“In view of the na‘ °°1 situation 
the department is of the opinion 
that all manufacturers should. use 
their best efforts to reduce the price 
of goods manufactured by them tn 
order to cause a cessation of the 
pyramiding of costs and causing a 
stabilizing condition, In view of 
varying conditions in the different 
sections of the country it is deemed 
advisable not to name October 7, 
or any other definite date, ag a 
guide in the matter of profiteering, 
but the department wishes to im- 
press upon the trade that {it pro- 
poses to do all in its power to bring 
about normal conditions and to pre- 
vent profiteering. 

“In this connection your atten- 
tion is especially directed to the 
provisions of the control law, ap- 
proved August 10, 1917, as amended. 
Section 4 thereof makes it unlawful 
for any person ‘to make any unjust 
or unreasonable rate or charge in 
handling or dealing in or with’ such 
commodities. It further provides 
that any person who violates the 
provision above mentioned _ shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not: ex- 
ceeding $5,000 or imprisoned ‘for 
not more than two years. The de- 
partment will keep in close touch 
with the situation and promptly re- 
port to the department of justice 
for prosecution any violations of 
this -law.”’

In commenting on the fact that 
technically the nation is still at 
war, Judge Rose expressed the opin- 
ion that the use of beer and light 
wines should he permitted because 
of changed conditions since last 
spring. He added that it was not 
in his province of the judiciary to 
state when the war is at an end. 

“T have every sympathy with per- 
sons whose business, conducted in 
a law-abiding manner, is confiscated 
without compensation,” said Judge 
Rose. “I agree with Judge Hand 
that it was perfectly reasonable for 
congress to say war is not ended 
till the treaty of peace is ratified. 
There must be some way for al) the 
world to Know when one man may 
take this wisky out of bond. 

Judge Hand, in his decision, said: 

“T hold that the war-time prohi- 
bition act remains a valid exercise 
of congressional power and the only 
question left is of title 1, under 
the national prohibition act, in so 
far as it includes what, on this rec- 
ord, I must accept to be non-intox- 
icating beer. 

“Though the sole justification of 
the war-time prohibition be to pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicants, it may 
we ae tee effectively to accom- 

lish this end without including all 
kinds of beer. The supreme court is 
to hear arguments on the constitu- 
tionality of the war-time prohibi-

KENTUCKY LIQUOR 


AT $75 PER CASE. 

Louisville, Ky., November 14.—Two 
local distidleries sold whisky openly 
in Louisville today at $75 a case, 


regardless of the war-time prohi- 
bition law. Hundreds of orders, 
filed before July 1, when the war- 
time law went into effect, it was 
said, were being filled by these dis- 
tilleries, which resumed sales fol- 
lawing the granting of an injune- 
tion to them yesterday by Federal 
Judge Evans restraining the  oav- 
ernment from interfering with sale 
of nearly a million gallons of “fidor 
stock” whisky. 

Wright & Taylor and the Brown- 
Forman companies which § received 
the temporary injunctions, expect- 
ed to sell all of their whisky in a 
hurry, it was announced. They 
made their salea, however, with the 
knowledge they are liable to prose- 
cution, according to district Attor- 
ney W. V. Gregory, if the federal 
supreme court reverses Judge Evans | 
in a decision it is expected to make 
November 20. : 

Other Kentucky~distillers appar- 
ently were disposed not to ask for 
injunctions and would await the su- 
preme court’s decision as to the war- 
time prohibition law’s constitutional- 
ity before trying to dispose of their 
whisky stocks, all of which is said 
to approximate 40,900,000 gallons. 

The case before the supreme court 
was appealed to it by the govern- 
ment from a previous decision of 
Judge Evans, who held both the war- 
time law and the enforcement acts 
were unconstitutional and granted 
the Kentucky distilleries and ware- 
house company an injunction forbid- 
ding interference by the government 
with sale of nearly 69,000,000 gal- 
lons of whisky. 

SALOONS OPEN 
IN PROVIDENCE. : 

Providence, R. I.. November 14.— 
The police commission today de- 
cided to act. under the preliminary 
injunction granted by Federal Judge 
Arthur Brown against enforcement 
of the war-time prohibition act, and 
to allow the saloons to sell malt bev- 
erages containing not more than 4 
per cent alcohol without interfer- 
ence. This attitude’was taken upon 
advice of the city solicitor. 

The commission announced while 
the police department would not 
gather any evidence of sales the 
dealers would have to assume al] re- 
sponsibility. Upon the announce- 
ment of the commission's decision 
nearly all the saloons opened again 
today.

Washineton, November 14.—Valid- 
ity of the Ohio constitutional refer- 
endum amendment, under which the 
federal constitutional prohibition 
amendment was submitted to the 
electorate of that state last week 
and defeated by them, is to be de- 
termined by the United States su- 
preme court.

WAR-TIME DRYNESS 
UPHELD BY COURT. 

New Orleans, November 14.—The

Although Mr. Eakes keeps the 
idol god constantly on his desk, he 
emphatically denies that he ever 
kow-tows to it, or offers burnt in- 
cense or other sacrifice. to keep it 
in good working order; but he does 
admit that business is better since 
the pavy-in-advance policy and the 
ido] have been in operation. 

The honorable idol’s name is Too 
Si, which means in United States 
language, “the constable.” It came 
from Soo Chow, China, and is a gift 
to Mr. Eakes from Dr. W. H. Park, 
a Georgia medical missionary in that 
distant land for many years. Too Si 
is some seven inches tall, richly 
overlaid with gold and is painted 
in resplendent colors. As may be 
observed in the picture, he- has a 
moustache that would put the kai- 
ser to shame, and flowing whiskers 
that must be the pride of his life. 
His robes are like unto Solomon's 
in their richness of .colorings, and 
like unto those of a Gypsy in their 
gaudiness. 

Met Hard Customers. 


Refore coming to America to 
tackle hard accounts in this land of 
the free, Too Si must have en- 
countered some very difficult and 
hard customers to deal 


being far removed from his original 
and pristine. beauty. Observing the 
picture it will be seen that both feet 
are in bad shape, all the toes being 
broken off, perhaps in some mad 
chase after some would-be dodger. 
Then, too, his left -hand is bunged 
up as the result. of a terrific tussle 
with some obstreperous debtor. His 
cap is set back on his head as 
though he were not a bit discour- 
aged or intimidated. His counte- 
nance is hard to look upon, and he 
really has blood in his eye. Real 
blood, mind. 

Contemplation of Too Si’s counte- 
Inance and the recollection of his mis- 
|sion with the story back of him are 
quite sufficient to make a fellow pay 
up what he owes, or else go into 
bankruptcy. 

Too Si is but one of the many idols 
in the house of a Chinese family that 
discarded them on entering the 
Christian life and experience. The 
entire. collection of such _ idols 
was given to Dr. Park, and he sent 
Too Si to Mr. Eakes, thinking Mr. 
Eakes might have use for him, either 
as a novelty or in collecting up sub- 
scription arrearages to the Wes#* 
leyan. 

The story of Too Si, how he was 
doctored, inspected, given the bloody 
eye and worshipped seems more fan- 
ciful than a chapter out of a book 
of fairy tales. However, it is a true 
story, and has been duplicated, mul- 
tiplied millions of times in China 
and other idol-worshipping lands. 


Carried to Cemetery. 


When Too Si was made a real and 
living heathen god he was carried 
with a great basketful of other such 
creations by his maker to a cemetery 
at midnight. Accompanying the 
idol-maker were three other persons 
—an assistant carrying a lantern, a 
needle, and a pen, another carrying 
a rooster, and a priest. 

In the cemetery stillness and amid 
the silence of the midnight hour 
the cemetery making the wooden ob- 
ject a real heathen god is to be per- 
formed. Absolute silence on the part 
of every member of the company is 
positively required, for, should any 
one speak before the completion of 
the ceremony, the whole affair is 
queered. Should any one speak, the 
head of the idol must be broken off, 
lest the person speaking should die 
a horrible death. 

When all things are ready for the 
ceremony the priest with much de.-, 
; liberation cries aloud to 
“Nai meh, O meh do veh: nai meh, 
}O meh do veh; nai meh, CO meh do

veh; pai!” The last word of the 
prayer is spoken in a long-drawn- 
out fashion. The prayer to Buddha 
is interpreted thus: “O almighty 
Buddha; O almighty Buddha: O al- 
mighty Buddha, to thee we pray!” 

At the utterance of the last word 
in the prayer the priest scratches the 
rooster’s comb until blood flows, into 
which he then dips the pen, or brush, 
and assumes a listening attitude 
ready to paint the left eye of the to- 
be god with the blood of the rooster 
‘upon hearing the first sound from 
any living thing. 

Bleedies Left Eye. 


The silent listeners have but to 
wait a short while before they hear 
a noise made by some living thing, 
Immediately the priest hears that 
noise, he daubs the idol’s left eve 
with the rooster’s blood, and the an- 
imal or person making the noise is 
done for, since his spirit is sup- 
posed to enter into the idol, making 
it a living god, or Buddha. 

In the case of Too Si, when he be- 
came a live god, it was the barking of 
the fiercest dog in Soo Chow. that 
was heard. The dog’s spirit was 
sealed up in Too Si, while the dog, in 
good orthodox heathen fashion, was 
supposed to have shuffled off his 
mortal coil. We have no record of 
it, though. 

When Too Si was made an honest- 
to-goodness god, alive and on the job 
of collecting bad debts, there were 
many other heathen divinities creat- 
ed at the same time, and under the 
influence of the same doe’s bark 
and the one rooster’s blood. Until 
the rooster’s blood was put into 
their eyes the wooden objects were 
considered of no more consequences 
than so many blocks of wood; but, im- 
mediately they had been “doctored,” 
they became living gods and re- 
ceived the worship of heathen be- 
lievers. 

In every orthodox Chinese family 
numerous such idols are found. What- 
ever may be the number of idols 
in the house two special ones are 
never absent. No house. is consid- 
ered completely religious according 
to heathen customs until these two 
special idols are placed prominent- 
ly therein—one to be worshipped in 
times of sickness, and the other to 
be entreated in the effort to collect 
bad debts. Such worship and such 
prayers had been offered and made 
to Too Si. 


LEGION MEN MUSTER 
TO STOP I. W. W. RAID

four victims of the shooting were 
held today under the auspices of 
the American Legion. 

Search was contained in nearby 
towns for sixteen alleged Industrial 
Workers of the World who were re- 
ported en route to Centralia bearing 
arms. 

The failure of the coroner’s jury 
to fix responsibility for the deaths 
of the four former soldiers, C. D. 
Cunningham, assistant county at- 
torney, declared, would not affect 


the cases of the I, W. W. held in 
jail. He said the prosecution had 
witnesses who were in the front 
ranks of the parade and who insist 
shots were fired from the l. W. W. 
hall before any of the marchers 
started toward the building. 

Testimony given last night at the 
inquest over the four victims of the 
shooting differed on this point. 

Just after the patriotic parade 
was broken up by the Il. W. W. fusii- 
lades, reports were current several 
members of the legion had started 
toward the hall used as headquar- 
ters by the radicals before any 
shots were yn This version later 
was denied an investigators re- 
ported finding evidence tending to 
show that the attack by the l. W. 
W. was pre-arranged. 

Suggested Raid, 

Dr. Frauk Bickford, himself a 
marcher in the parade, testified at 
the inquest that someone near him 
in the line suggested a raid on 1. 
W. W. hall as the line came to a 
halt at the corner where the build- 
ing stands. Several took up the 
suggestion, he declared, and one 
man put his foot against the door 
of the hall and forced it open be- 
fore a shower of bullets poured 
into and over the marchers. 

In the apinion of Dr. 
Bell, another former soldier, the 
firing of the first shots and the 
movement of the legion men toward 
the I. W. W. hall were “as nearly 
simultaneous as any human acts 
could be.” 

Bert Biand, an alleged member 
of the I. W. We. who, according to 
Cunningham, will be charged with 
murder in connection with tne: 
shooting; is being Sougnt iu suvaivny 
towns. He is the only one not in 
jail of the eleven to be charged 
with murder. 

The others arrested are T. €. Mor- 
gan, -J. H. MelInerney, Bert Bland, 
Commodore Bland, J. H. Lamb, Eu- 
gene H, Barnett, Britt Smith, Roy 
Becker, Loren Roberts and a man 
named Faulkner. 

Bland, it has been charged, fired 
the shots’ that killed Warren 
Grimm, commander of the 
local legion post. A description o1 
Bland has been sent to police au- 
thorities throughout the. country. 

Captain Ljl®éyd Dysart, a promi- 
nent member of the American Le- 
gion here, said today that the for- 
mer service men in his organiza- 
tion had obtained a sworn confes- 
sion from one of the arrested men, 
proving that a plot existed to at- 
tack the Armistice day parade. 


UNION RECORD 


AGAIN SEIZED. 

Seattle, Washington, November 
14.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Renewed activity by both factions 
today marked the fight in the 
northwest of government agents 
against the I. W. W. organization. 
The establishment of the Seattle 
Union Record was seized for the 
second time in twenty-four hours 
and the American Legion in Spo- 
kane received a letter in which 
eight local members of the organ- 
ization were threatened with the 
fate of former soldiers killed at 
Centralia, Wash., Tuesday. 

The plant of the newspaper was 
seized this afternoon by John M. 
Boyle, United States marshal, and 
ipublication stopped. 

“My office,” said Boyle late to- 
day, “received instructions to seize 
the entire plant and keep posses- 
sion of it indefinitely.” 

E. B. Ault, editor of The Record, 
and two members of the papers’ 
board of directors are at liberty un- 
der bonds on charges of violating 
the espionage act. 

The letter, received 
purported to be signed 
ficial of the I. W. W. It was 
typewritten and mailed in Spokane 
yesterday, and said in part: 

“For the past two .or three 
months the Spokane chapter of the 
I. W. W. has been watching the ac- 
tivities of several leaders of tne 
|'American Legion. You have taken 
an open stand against the I. W. 
W. Allow me to say that at this 
time the American legion in 
Spokane is doomed and will be 
curbed by the working classes. 

“Our members have instructed me 
to write you at this time notifying 
you that unless the following men 
discontinue to create hatred against 
the I. W. W. of Spokane =§.they 
will follow in the footsteps of the 
marked ones at Centralia.” Then 
followed the names of eight legion 
leaders.

NEGROES ARE BARRED 
WILMINGTON STREETS 


Wilmington, Del., November 14.— 
Sale of firearms in Wilmington has 
been stopped and negroes have been 
warned to keep off the streets as a 


result of race trouble here last 
night following the murdering of 
one policeman afid probably mortally 
wounding another by negroes. Fear- 
ing that enraged citizens might at- 
tempt to lIynch thé three negroes 
charged with the crime the police 
last night removed the prisoners 
from the city. The negroes—Lem- 
uel, James. and John Price, broth- 
ers—are being held at the central 
police station in Philadelphia. 

The city was quiet today, but the 
police have been instructed to pre- 
vent the assemblage of crowds and 
rifles and machine guns are at po- 
lice headquarters. 

The murdered 


policeman was 
Thomas L. Zeblev. Harry C. Pierce. 
the wounded policeman, was shot 
three times and is not expected to 
live. 

The shooting occurred when the 
two patrolmen went to the Price 
home to investigate the stealing 
last week. of scores of guns from a 
gun store. The guns had  0been 
pawned in this city. 

As the two policemen entered the 
Price house the negroes were in 
bed, but drawing revolvers from 
under their pillows they started 
shooting. Lemuel is said to have 
shot Zebley through the heart, 
while Pierce was shot twice through 
the lungs. The latter staggered to 
the street, where he fell. The ne- 
groes ran from the house with the 
revolvers in their hands.

JAPANESE ENGINEERS 
AT WORK IN MEXICO 


El Paso, Texas, November 14.—A 
Japanese commission of railway and 
civil engineers has arrived in Mex- 
ico, according to advices received 
here today. 

The commission, it was ‘said, is 
making an exhaustive study of the 
topography of the isthmus of Tehu- 
antepec and this has created the 
report that Japanese interests will 
build a railroad across the isthmus, 
presumably in connection with the 


Japanese merchant marine. 

Recently it was announced Japa- 
nese merchant ships were making 
Salina Cruz, on the west coast of 
Mexico, a port of call Japanese set- 
tlers are said to be entering the 
southern republic through this port. 

Another report of Japanese activi- 
ties in Mexico was to the effect that 
3200 Japanese families have settled 
on the Limon ranch, in the Ficon- 
tecatl district of the state of Ta- 
maulipas. This ranch. said to con- 
tain 1.000.000 acres, according to re- 
ports reaching here, was purchased 
for colonization purposes. Indica- 
tions of oil are reported to be many 
throughout this property.
